U.S. sees Israel’s autonomy plan 
as ‘starting point 9 for concessions

WASHINGTON. — U.8. officials

They 
are clearly expecting Israel to 
make additional concessions in the 
coming weeks and montlm..

U.S. officials are not concealing 
the fact that they differ significant- 
ly with Israel's plan, which was for- 
mally submitted to Egypt last 
week. The Egyptians have rejected 
the proposals. 

But the Americans note that such 
tough "opeiting positions*’ are to be 


expected during negotiations. 
“They're saving their bargaining 
chips for later." a U.S. source said. 

In suggesting that Israel 
“understandably" was saving Its 
concessions for later, U.S. sources 
noted, for example, that the latest 
Israeli model calls for Israel] con- 
trol of both Internal and external 
security on the West Bank and 
Gaza, although the initial Camp 
David framework agreement 
specifically stipulated that the 
proposed Palestinian self- 
governing authority would be 
responsible for internal security. 
Clearly, therefore, the Americans 
are expecting Israel to concede 
eventually on this point. 

The recent disturbances in Iran 
and Afghanistan have resulted in a 
more pronounced determination by 
the Carter administration to 
accelerate the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Carter and Ms foreign policy ad- 
visers have been struggling during 
their deliberations to come up with 
a hew security arrangement tor 
America and its friends in the Mid- 
dle East and Persian Gulf region. 
They have been plagued by 
regional jealousies and conflicts. 

"The New York Times" yester- 
day said that U-S. officials agreed 
that the most sensitive question 


confronting the administration was 
how a new Carter "doctrine" would 
affect U.S. policy toward the Arab- 
Israell conflict, particularly the 
autonomy negotiations. 

"In recent talks with the 
governments out there," the 
newspaper quoted a White House 
aide as saying, “it has become 
crystal clear that unless we do 
something about the Palestinian 
problem, we might as well forget 
about getting Saudi Arabia and Jor- 
dan. not to mention Syria and Iraq, 
to join us in confronting the 
Soviets." 

At the same time, the newspaper 
continued, the administration 
might be reluctant to bring strong 
pressure to bear against Israel on 
the Palestinian question during an 
election year. 

"This is the beginning of a long 
haul," a senior official was quoted 
as having said, "and we don’t want 
to get bogged down in a series of 
disputes. But if our strategy Is go- 
ing to succeed, we will have to ad- 
dress these problems sooner or 
later.” 

Arab hostility towards Israel has, 
so far. effectively shut out Israel 
from playing any overt strategic 
role in support of an expanded U.S. 
military presence in the region.

U.S. vows 
to defend 
Mideast 


WASHINGTON. - President 
Carter will drape the mantle of U-S. 
protection over the oil-rich Middle 
East and Persian Gulf, sternly war- 
ning the Soviet Union to keep Its 
military machine out of countries In 
that area, an administration of- 
ficial said yesterday. 

The new "Carter doctrine" was 
to come in his nationally televised 
State of the Union message to 
Congress last night (4 a.m. today 
Israel time > . 

“We're going to consider Uie Per- 
sian Gulf and the Middle East as 
part of our vital Interests, the same 
as Western Europe,” said the ad 
ministration official. 

Current treaties commit the U.S. 
militarily to help defend European 
allies as well as Japan and Korea. 

Officials also said the president 
might re Impose draft registration. 
That would mean young men once 
again would be required to sign in 
with the Selective Service, but the 
draft would remain on standby 
basis. 

Officials said Carter would 
propose a strengthened framework 
for security In southwest Asia bas- 
ed on military and economic aid for 
Pakistan and a willingness to work 
with other countries ready to con- 
tain the Soviet Union. 

Officials said the theme of 
Carter's address would be that he 
preferred detente to confrontation, 
but that bus In ess -as -usual was out 
of the question unless the Soviet 
Union reversed what he considered 
to be a policy of aggression. 

The president was expected to 
stress his previously announced 
decision to create a mobile deploy- 
ment force for use in emergency In 
the Indian Ocean and Arabian Sea. 

Officials said the president would 
deal extensively with Sovlet- 
Am eric on relations and the heavy 
blow dealt to detente by the Soviet- 
backed coup in Afghanistan and the 
reprisals he has ordered in recent 
weeks. 

Carter, meanwhile, was told by 
congressional leaders that 
Americans want to see a buildup In 
conventional military forces while 
maintaining the strength of the 
nation's nuclear arsenal. (UPI. 
Reuter, AP). 


Panama denies report 

Iran: Shah 
under arrest 

TEHERAN. — Foreign Minister 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh said last night 
that the deposed shah was under 
detention in Panama, but added 
that he was making the announce- 
ment against the wishes of the 
Panamanian authorities. 

A Panamanian government 
source said there was “no such 
arrest" and that Iron has never of- 
ficially asked fer the shah's ex- 
tradition. 

Ghotbzadeh reaffirmed. In an in- 
terview with the official Pars news 
agency, that President Aristides 
Royo had informed him during a 
telephone call around three o'clock 
yesterday morning (2 a.m. in 
Israel) of Panama's decision to ue* 
tain the shah. 

He said the conversation was a 
continuation of talks begun last 
week at Iran's request for Che ex- 
tradition of the former monarch. 

"The most Important point is that 
the Panamanian president did net 
want us to publish this news." he 
said, referring to reports that 
Panamanian officials had deru-.d 
that the shah was under detention. 

Panama's ambassador to 
Washington said yesterday ‘.hat he 
was authorized to "categorically 
deny" that the shah was bring held 
by Panamanian authorities in 
preparation for his extradition "n 
Iran. 

The unconfirmed report that the 
shah was being detained 
overshadowed the last day of the 
Iranian presidential election cam- 
paign, as did the nous that 
revolutionary leader Ayatoliur 
Khomeini was ill and had been 
ordered to rest for a further tw? 
weeks. (Reuter, AP, UPI) 


Relatives fail to locate expelled dissident 

Soviets say Sakharov 
gave secrets to U.S. 


MOSCOW (UPI). - The Soviet 
Union yesterday branded An- 
drei Sakharov a traitor and 
charged that the dissident 
leader passed state secrets to 
American diplomats at the U.S. 
embassy. 

The government newspaper 
"Izvestia" announced that 
Sakharov had been expelled from 
Moscow, but it gave no further 
details of his fate. The tone "of the 
article was ominous, and it said 
Sakharov's activities "can no 
longer be tolerated.” 

Relatives of the Nobel Peace 
Prize winner said they have been 
unable to locate Sakharov or his 
wife In Gorky, the city that was 
named on Tuesday aa his destina- 
tion. 

Sakharov's mother-in-law. keep- 
ing an anxious vigil In the 
physicist's Moscow apartment, 
said Sakharov and bis wife Elena 
had arranged to send a message the 
moment they arrived in Gorky, a 
Volga River industrial centre 400 
km. east of Moscow. No message 
arrived, and the family's formal 
enquiries to KGB chief Yuri An- 
dropov and other officials went un- 
answered. 


"Izvestia' s'* condemnation of 
Sakharov waa harsh and bitter. 

"A traitor is a traitor precisely 
because he sells himself out," the 
newspaper said. "The Nobel Prize 
was awarded to Sakharov in 1975 
not for any scientific discoveries 
but for the 'discovery' made in the 
West that he la a fierce anti- 
Soviet 1st." 

The official story published in 
"Izvestia" charged that Sakharov 
"blurted out" Important state 
defence secrets during a number of 
"intensive and unofficial 
meetings" with Western diplomats, 
mostly Americans, and U.S. jour- 
nalists. 

Sakharov Is known as “Father of 
the Soviet H-bomb,” but his ties 
with the Soviet nuclear industry 
were severed more than 11 years 
ago. 

"The diversions of the renegade 
and apostate cannot be tolerated 
any more," the newspaper said. 
"Such an outcome la a logical result 
of the long, unseemly and dirty 
story of degradation of a man who 
has renounced his own people and 
put himself in a position of ser- 
viceman for foreign masters." 

But the newspaper made no men- 
tion of whether any further legal ac- 


U.S. Olympic head opposes 
boycott of Moscow Games

WASHINGTON. — U.S. Olympic 
Committee president Robert Kane 
yesterday strongly opposed boycot- 
ting the I960 Moscow Olympics and 
said America Is the only nation 
making that threat. 

"We're out there alone, swaying 
in the wind," Kane told the House of 
Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

He said he does not oppose Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's proposal to 
explore transfer of the games out of 
Moscow. In fact, he said a proposal 
to delay the games until 1981 and 
take them out of Moscow is one op- 
tion the U.S. Olympic Committee's 
executive board will consider this 
weekend In Colorado Springs. But 
he said no country the committee 
has contacted has agreed to go so 
far as to boycott the Moscow Olym- 
pics. 

Jesse Owens, the former track 
star who won four gold medals in 
the 1936 Berlin Olympics, said 
yesterday that he backs Carter “100 
per cent" In his request that the 
U.S. boycott the Olympics. Owens 
Is ill at his home in Phoenix, 
Arizona. His attorney, Bernard 
Me Inman of New York, issued the 
statement on Owens* behalf. 

However. International reaction 
was mixed. Britain. Australia and 
New Zealand have voiced strong 
support for the American position, 
and other countries have declared 


conditional endorsement. 

But the British Olympic Associa- 
tion yesterday labelled as imprac- 
tical Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's appeal for some of the 
Olympic Games to be switched to 
Britain and criticized the govern 
ment for "dabbling" in matters it 
did not understand. 

Meanwhile, the French and Mex- 
ican Olympic Committees decided 
on Tuesday that those two nations 
would participate in the Moscow 
Olympics. A spokesman for the 
Greek Olympic Committee said 
Greece will "undoubtedly" par- 
ticipate at Moscow. 

JACK LEON adds: * 

The Israel Olympic Committees 
will next Tuesday hold a special 
plenary meeting here to consider 
developments following Carter's 
call for a boycott of the Olympics, 
IOC chairman Yitzhak Ofek said 
yesterday. 

By coincidence, the IOC office in 
Tel Aviv yesterday received 
Israel's official invitation from the 
Games organizing committee in 
Moscow. The invitation reportedly 
came in a form letter, and the name 
"Israel" appeared only on the 
envelope. 

Ofek and several other IOC 
presidium members are to attend 
today's session of the Knesset 
sports subcommittee, called to dis- 
cuss the question of the 1980 Olym- 
pics. 


Begin salutes Sakharov, 
demands he he released

He gave up a scientific career 
which had given him worldwide 
standing and reputation to wage a 
dauntless canpalgn — with 
readiness for any sacrifice — for 
the basic and sacred rights of man. 

'He is also one of the Righteous 
of the Nations. He fearlessly took 
up the cause of the Return to Zion 
movement and, endangering his

Hussein, who is currently In Lon- 
don, said that he was against 
attempts to “fiercely" arouse 
Islamic sentiments against the 
Soviet Intervention in Afghanistan. 
He added that such attempts were 
being made by "known circles," 
but he did not name them. 
Observers believed him to be 
referring either to the U.S. or to 
Saudi Arabia. 

Hussein said that he was not un- 
derestimating the gravity of the 
Soviet Incursion Into Afghanistan, 
but he asserted that the Israeli "oc- 
cupation of Arab lands" was equal- 
ly pressing. 

■•Palestine and Jerusalem are 
equally, if not more, important to 
the Arabs and Moslems than 
Islam's cause in Afghanistan." he 
said. 

Claiming a parallel between the 
two Issues, he added; "There is 
blood there and blood here, arms 
there and arms here, aggression 
there and aggression here.” 

In Damascus, Jordanian Prime 
Minister Abdel-Hamid Sharaf 
yesterday reconfirmed that Jordan 
will attend the Islamic Conference 
in Islamabad. 

In a bid to smooth over the gap 
between Jordan and Syria, which 
has refused to attend, Sharaf said 
Jordan would take part In the con. 
fcrcr.ec "but In coordination with 
our other Arab brothers and es- 
pecially Syria." 

The Jordanian prime minister 
arrived in Damascus yesterday and 
met with President Hafez Aaaad 
and Premier Abdul-Raouf al-Kasm. 
Sharaf made his remarks upon 
arrival at Damascus airport. 

Syria has declared its Intention to 
boycott the Islamic Conference 
because January 26 is the date set 
for normalizing relations between 
Egypt and Israel.

“I 
realize there are plenty of athletes 
looking forward to the Olympics, 
but they should blame the violators 
of international law." 

Sakharov strongly deplored the 
Soviet military action In 
Afghanistan and said U.S. punitive 
, trade and economic embargoes 
were “of a forced and retaliatory 
nature." 

He added that while the measures 
Imposed by President Jimmy 
Carter would take their toll on the 
Soviet people, “it Is the ongoing war 
In Afghanistan and the risk of its 
overspilUng that ought to concern 
Soviet people and the rest of the 
world." 

"Izvestia" charged that 
Sakharov had urged the U.S. to dou- 
ble or triple Its armed forces. 

' ‘Sakharov not only overstepped the 
lines drawn by law, but also 
cancelled out by himself everything 
that was given him by the 
motherland, by our people," the 
newspaper said. 

It also said his colleagues, Soviet 
scientists and academicians tried 
to save him. “There was patience, a 
lot of patience. He completely Ig- 
nored all these steps and stubbornly 
continued his anti-Soviet line.'!

32, who 
vanished two days ago from the 
touring Gi tills Academic Ballet of 
Moscow, has asked for political 
asylum, police said yesterday. 

Stefanov last appeared at L'A- 
qulla, east of Rome, on Sunday 
night in a performance of Petrov's 
"Creation of the World." 

The Soviet director of the 82- 
member company reported that 
Stefanov was last seen leaving his 
L’Aquila hotel early on Monday. 

Police say Stefanov, believed to 
be Jewish, escaped with the help of 
a woman friend and arrived at 
Rome's police headquarters on 
Tuesday, seeking political asylum.

The Knesset yesterday turned a deaf ear to an 
impassioned plea by Melr Amit (Sbai) for the 
abolition of Knesset members* Immunity to 
prosecution for traffic violations. 

Coalition chairman Haim Corfu accused Amlt 
of demagogy, claimed that more time was need- 
ed to give every faction a chance to take a stand 
On the question, and led the coalition to a 21-12 
victory. 

Apart from Amlt and Deputy Speaker Plzxhas 
Schelnm&n, only eight MKs were present during 
most of Aznlt’s speech, including three from the 
Likud and four from Shal. Unrepresented until 
just before the vote on Amit’s Mil were the Align- 
ment, the National Religious Party and the 
Democratic Movement. (Mordechai Elgrabli, 
the other deputy present, has more than one foot 
out of the DM.) 


The poor attendance during a debate on a con- 
troversial issue dealing with a privilege of the 
Knesset members themselves gave point to 
Am It’s statement that “It la no great honour to be 
a member of this Knesset.** 


Amlt asked his colleagues how they could look 
the public In the eye and refuse to relinquish the 
privilege of immunity from prosecution for traf- 
fic offences. 

If Israel was to succeed In making a dent In the 
growing death toll on the roads, leadership was 
called for, Amlt said. This meant that the 
Knesset members must show the way, he 
asserted. 

"Don't show contempt far the public," Amlt 
said. “Go out on the streets and listen to what the 
public thinks about us.” 

The Knesset should not take on its conscience 
even a single life snuffed out on the roads, Amlt 
said. “The public will not forgive us for hiding 
behind the cloak of immunity." 

As Amlt was about to end the bells were rung 
In the corridors, and a moment later the Likud 
forces, headed by Corfu, trooped in. 

Since the matter was strictly a Knesset Issue, 
the reply to Amlt was not delivered by the- 
government but by Corfu. He suggested that it 
was "pretentious of a person who has been In the 
Knesset only two years to come and improve the 
world.” 

Corfu said that the Knesset was agreed that 


something had to be done, but through an “inter* 
factional meeting of minds.'* 

At that point Amnon Rubinstein (Shal) Inter- 
jected: "But this is the turd time." (Similar 
bills were introduced by Rubinstein twice 
before.) 

Corfu countered: "This is not the monopoly of 
a faction that thinks It has discovered the 
world.” 

Amlt: Give one argument against it. 

Corfu: The only argument Is that there are 
members whose opinion has to be heard. 

Corfu then went on to accuse Shal : You are do- 
ing this only for demagogic purposes, to win 
praise. 

Amit: Shame! 

Corfu moved that the bill be defeated, and that 
the subject be dealt with by an Jnterfoctianal 
committee (for which there is no provision in the 
Knesset Rules). 

By this time a few more members had trickled 
in. Voting against Amit's bill were the Likud, the 
NRP, the DM, the' (Communist) Democratic 
Front, and Shell. Voting for It were Shal, Geula , 
Cohen (Banal), and two of the three Alignment ’ 
members present.

(Canflnaed tram page one) 
completing the withdrawal on time, 
“and In a civilized and orderly 
fashion while maintaining a high 
state of alert at the same time.” 

The ceremony yesterday — 
which started -a quarter of an hour 
late, something uncharacteristic 
for the IDF — was short and im- 
pressive. Three planeloads of 
visitors, mainly families of men 
who fell in the line of duty with the 
Sinai brigades and relatives of 
senior officers, huddled on 
makeshift stands through the 
speeches and short entertainment 
programme. A poem about Sinai by 
Halm Guri was read, and a military 
quartet sang Naomi Shearer's "Lu 
YeW." 

A foursome of Sky hawks flew 
past as the tanks and armoured 
personnel carriers began to roll 
past the commanders' dais and In 
the direction of the scores of semi- 
trailer transports waiting in neat 
lines to take the troops to their new 
positions along the 400-kUometre 
Ras Mohammed-El-Arlsh line. 

In contrast to other major 
military ceremonies In the past, 
senior officers were conspicuously 
missing yesterday. There were only 
two other generals present, apart 
from Eitan and Shomron, and there 
was no representation from the 
Defence Ministry. Only families, 
journalists, and men and women 
serving with the Sinai formation 
made up the audience. 

The 14,000-square-kllometre area 
around Refidlm will be turned over 
to the Egyptians only tomorrow, 
marking the end of the nine-month, 
six-stage withdrawal process to the 
interim Ras Mohammed fine. But 
yesterday the last Israeli troops left 
the area, as Shomron put It: "fix the 
hope of peace, and with the fervent 
hope that they will never have to 
return In war." 


Gov’t aid asked for water fund

I But the Treasury's policy of sell- 
big goods and services such as sub- 
sidized foods, fuel, electricity and 
telephones at their true coat has not 
apparently been extended to water, 
Which Is mostly widely used by the 
agricultural sector.

Finance Committee, Hurvitz points 
out that the_fund'a deficit has grown 
this yeAr by HA80m: He proposes 
that the government pay njjsom. of 
this sum, and that the rest be raised 
by savings and by a steep increase 
in water rates next year. 

Yesterday, the committee con- 
tinued its discussions on the 
government's request for aid to 
Friction Materials and Ceramic 
Casting, two foundering Dimona 
firms. 

The committee's request that a 
trustee be appointed has been met. 
He will be Oded Erez of the In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry, which he may leave in 
another three weeks if he wishes.

Delay in gov’t money may halt buses

I To cover the missing ILSSOm., 
J5gged-Dan cooperative treasurer 
Avrahaxn Goldman told reporters, 
{he firm (now known as Egged) 
jras being forced to take regular 
bank loans, paying interest of 
tL1.5m. a day. If only financial con- 
siderations counted, he said, the 
puses would have stopped running 
already. 

: Goldman accused the govern- 
jnent of planning to delay payment 
as long as possible, and then hand it 
pver at 18 per cent interest, which 


would mean a large loss for Egged. 

Egged chairman Amnon Bo gen 
said that the newly merged 
management was determined to 
keep the buses running as long as 
possible, and accused the govern- 
ment of wanting to provoke a shut- 
down. Then the ministry could 
claim, he theorized, that the power- 
ful cooperative was trying to dic- 
tate Its terms to the country. 

But the Egged men hinted that 
buses might be pulled off the streets 
soon if the money were not 
forthcoming. They said the 
secretariat would meet in a few 
days to consider various options. 

Replying to the Egged charges, 
the Transport Ministry spokesman 
last night said that meetings 
between the ministry and the 
Treasury were continuing to dis- 
cuss the matter in the context of 
taking a decision on the future sub- 
sidy level of bus fares.

Court backs Patt’s ruling 
on centralized citrus sales

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected an application by a 
group of citrus growers that it 
declare Illegal an order of the In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry governing the sale of 
citrus to processing plants. 

Two weeks ago, the cabinet also 
backed Industry Minister 'Gideon 
Pott' when it refused Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon's request to 
cancel the order. Yesterday’s court 
decision Is a second victory for 
Path 


Ministry intervention came when 
the citrus farmers this year decided 
to bypass the Citrus Products Ex- 
port Board, to which it had former- 
ly sold fts fruit for processing en 
bloc, and Instead to sell directly to 
the plants paying the highest 
prices. 

The ministry must now begin im- 
plementing its order and will seek 


contacts with the citrus growers on 
the Issue. Price-fixing will now be 
under the control of the ministry's 
food sector head. 

Handing down judgment yester- 
day. Justice Haim Cohn said Patt 
had exercised the authority vested 
in him when he saw that there was 
no other way to avoid a situation 
which he deemed would be harmful 
to exports and production. Justice 
Alfred Wltkon, too, said there was 
no doubt that the order was intend- 
ed to promote “the - export of citrus 
products. 

Ylgael Dror, general manager of 
Pardess Syndicate of Israel, one of 
the bodies appealing to the High 
Court, told The Jerusalem Post that 
while the ruling would be honoured, 
the syndicate would ask its lawyers 
if there was any other way to fight 
the order. 

The private citrus growers are 
also to meet with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin on this matter, 
since they feel they have been 
treated unjustly. 


Karnei Shomron B settlers to move in

Eznunim settlement of Karnei 
Shomron A. 

Ground-clearing operations for 
the new settlement, located 
between Jinsafut and Azzun, lasted 
over two months. The pre- 
fabricated structures arrived 
recently, and were parked In a 
clearing among pine trees planted 
by the former Jordanian 
authorities. 

The prospective settlers want to 
call the settlement "Ma'aleh 
Hashomron." But a senior settle- 
ment source said the. government's 
names committee has opposed this 
proposal because the word 
Shomron appears in the names of 
two existing settlements — Kernel 
Shomron and Shavei Shomron 
(near Sebastia). Another name 
must be found, the government in- 
sisted. 


W. Bank mayors demand elections

West Bank mayors are planning 
to demand that municipal elections 
in their locales be held this spring, ’ 
as scheduled. 

Following consultations among 
themselves, the mayors yesterday 
contested a decision by the Defence 
Ministry to cancel the elections In 
order to avoid interference with 
elections for the projected West 
Bank and Gaza Strip autonomy now 
being negotiated between Israel. 
Egypt and the U.S. 

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak’a, 
who champions West' Bank opposi- 
tion to the Israel-Egyptlan 
negotiations, yesterday told 
reporters that the Defence 
Ministry's aim Is to block a 
municipal vote which would upset 
the autonomy scheme. 

“Whether there are mayoral 


elections or not, everyone In the 
West Bank will boycott the 
autonomy vote," said Tulkarm 
Mayor Hilmi Hannoun. 

Ever since taking over the West 
Bank in the 1987 war, Israel has up- 
held the Jordanian law calling for 
elections in the West Bank's 2fi 
towns and 83 villages. The next 
balloting was due to take place next 
April, a month before the deadline 
set for the completion of the Israel- 
Egyptlan negotiations for a West 
Bank and Gaza Strip autonomy. 


GALILEE. — The Jewish National 
Fund is set to prepare for use 
another 250.000 dunams in Galilee 
In addition to the 100,000 it has 
already worked on, surrounding 20 
new lookout posts, JNF directorate 
chairman Moshe Rlvlln announced 
yesterday. 


Terrorists fire 
on Haddad forces

Shemtov to be 
new Mapam head

TEL AVIV. — The Mapam Central 
Committee will meet today to elect 
former health minister Victor 
Shemtov the party’s new secretary- 
general. 

Shemtov is the only nominee for 
the post. He had decided to stand 
once more for the job of retiring 
Mapam secretary Melr Talmi, 
after MK Chaika Grossman 
withdrew from the race. 

Shemtov had agreed to take the 
job several weeks ago, but 
Grossman then declared that she 
was In the running too. At that point 
Shemtov declared that he was no 
longer a candidate as he did not 
wish a contest to develop within the 
party. 


The Grossman challenge is 
believed to have come because 
Shemtov would be the first city- 
dweller in Mapam history to lead 
the party. Thus far all Mapam 
secretaries came from the Kibbutz 
Artzi. 


However, Grossman was han- 
dicapped by the fact that she is one 
of Mapam 's staunchest opponents 
of the alignihent with the Labour 
Party. This puts her In a minority 
position In the party. 

At a recent session of the party 
personnel committee, 16 members 
favoured the Shemtov candidacy 
with only eight supporting 
Grossman, a fact which led her to 
bow out, leaving the field open to 
Shemtov.

Stewardess Adar to testify in gold case

Adar, who is accused along with El 
AI Captain Akfva Pressman and 
three others of complicity in gold 
smuggling, will take the witness 
stand In Tel Aviv District Court to- 
day. 


Adar decided to take the witness 
stand despite the announcement by 
Pressman, Moshe Dublinger and 
Ychoshua Wiesei, that they would 
reserve the right not to testify. The 
fifth defendant In the affair is the 
manager of the Arkia branch in 
Lod, Shalom Baruch, who told the 
court yesterday bow he was Caught 
with (31,190 in his pockets outside 
Adar’s house In Ra’anana. 

Baruch yesterday asked Judge 


Menahem Han to clear the cour- 
troom because “the things X have to 
say could be dangerous to a per- 
son's life." The judge complied 
with his request, but said that if 
Baruch's testimony seemed un- 
reliable to him, he would make it 
public. 

Before the courtroom’s doors 
were closed. Baruch said that he 
had dealings In foreign currency 
but never bought or sold gold. Ask- 
ed by prosecutor Edna Arbel why 
he did not tell this to the police when 
he was arrested, Baruch said that 
he was afraid of incriminating 
himself. 

The courtroom was agitated for a 
few seconds when Adar's attorney, 
Mordechai Shorcr, announced his 
intention to call a doctor to the 
witness stand. He said the MD 


would testify that on the night that 
50 kilograms of gold were found in 
her house, Adar had a miscarriage. 
Adar's attorney said he intended to 
show that Adar was not In a state of 
full awareness of the events that 
night. 

Adar's miscarriage had been 
known, and was the-reason she was 
not arrested on that night. The doc- 
tor. who was questioned at length 
by the prosecution, said that Adar 
was bleeding when she got to him, 
and he gave her a sedative and sent 
her home to rest. 

At the beginning of the hearing 
yesterday the judge rejected the 
claim made by Wiesei, Pressman 
and Dublingcr’s attorneys that the 
prosecution had failed to prove its 
case and therefore their clients did 
not have to answer the charges. 


Court backs teachers; 
more sanctions loom

Unless the union makes such an an- 
nouncement, the agreement will 
oontinue to bind it even after March 
81 , since wage agreements are 
automatically extended unless one 
party gives two months* notice of 
objection to an extension. 

Following yesterday’s court rul- 
ing, the Secondary School Teachers 
Association announced that sanc- 
tions would be reixnposed this mor- 
ning. 

The Histadrut Teachers Union, 
whose members are mostly 
kindergarten and primary school 
teachers, announced that its coun- 
cil would meet today or tomorrow 
to discuss future steps. 

The government will today con- 
sider appealing the decision in the 
National Labour Court, an Educa- 
tion Ministry spokesman said. 

But Jerusalem Labour Court 
Judge Ze’ev Negbl yesterday said 
that one reason for the court's deci- 
sion was the government's rejec- 
tion on Monday of the national 
court's compromise proposals.

Begin wants time to study 
report on Sharon’s farm 


Post Knesset Reporter 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday asked the Knesset to give 
the cabinet a chance to study the 
Kenner Committee report on the 
Implementation of the Ascher Com- 
mittee report on ministerial con- 
flict of interest. 

The Kenner Committee report 
was submitted to the cabinet on 
December SO. 

Begin was replying to motions for 
the agenda by Yosef S&rid (Aug- 
ment) and Url Avnery (Shell) om 
"the conclusions of the Asher and 
Kennet Committees and the farm of 
the minister of agriculture [Ariel 
Sharon]." Sharon was not present. 

Sarid asserted that no matter 
how glorious Sharon's military 
achievements may have been, they 
were not grounds for excepting him 
from the recommendations of the 
two committees. But since Sharon 
had shown no readiness either to 
sel] his term or to give up his 
cabinet seat. Sarid demanded that 
Begin ask for his resignation 
without delay. 

Begin said he thought it 
"shameful" of Sarid to have closed 
his speech by saying that "Sharon 
must be muzzled when he treadeth 
out the corn," an allusion to the 
biblical injunction. "Thou shalt not 
muzzle thine ox when he treadeth 
out the com," and also a play on the 
similarity between the name 
Sharon and the Hebrew word for 
ox: SHOR. 

"Yossl," said Begin, "when 
bullets pierced the body of Arlk 
Sharon you were still a lad, so I 
would have expected you — not to 
suppress your views — but at least 
to speak with respect. Sharon Is 
among those who have enabled us 
to live as citizens In an Independent 
state.” 

Regln -asked why Sarid had not 
quoted the sentence In the Knesset 
report: "We do not .say that the 
minister of agriculture is cir- 
cumventing the application of the 
law or that he Is obtaining any 
benefit for himself or his farm."

Cheques bounce 
to new record

A record high of 7.6 per cent of all 
cheques presented for payment 
during October bounced, the Ex- 
aminer of Banks revealed this 
week. The figure was up from 4.9 
per cent in October 1978. 

Economic circles explain the 
phenomenon as resulting from the 
credit squeeze and from 
accelerated inflation, which pre- 
vent businesses and individuals 
from honouring their debts. 

The examiner's statistics show 
that out of ILllSb. in cheques, 
promissory notes and XOUs 
presented for payment In October, 
IL6.6b. — representing 6.2 per cent 
of the writs — were not honoured. 
Similar figures were recorded In 
May and June 1979, but the latest 
figure was a significant rise over 
the months Immediately preceding. 

Other data reveal that the tur- 
nover time for money has decreas- 
ed considerably of late. It changed 
hands on the average of onoe every 
4A days In October, much faster 
than the 7.2 days recorded a year 
earlier. The development 
represents the public's efforts to 
overcome liquidity difficulties by in 
effect creating more money — 
since at any given time each person 
or business holds a larger amount. 


Yaguri vows to print Agranat report

Just as he got a copy, the foreign 
media could also get one — as 
happened in the past with the 'Pinto 
Affair’ in the Litani Campaign — he 
wrote. Military censorship, which 
has been charged with considering 
publication, has not yet completed 
its work, he said. 

If the public has all the facts 
available, Yaguri wrote, this will 
put an end to the disputes between 
the generals.

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Mazra head calls it ‘a model institution’

ACRE. — Angry atari members of 
the Mazra psychiatric hospital, 
which was the subject of the critical 
Pollk Committee rep o rt earlier this 
week, called a press conference 
yesterday to clear their names of 
what they term “the filth and 
smears" east upon them. 

The hospital's director. Dr. 
Gabriel Lani. one of two doctors 
whom the Fallk report 
recommends should be temporarily 
moved to another hospital pending 
reorganization at Mazra. described 
the hospital as a "model Institution, 
even by international standards." 

He claimed Mazra was no worse 
than any other hospital in the coun- 
try and had In fact "dime better 
than many." 

Lani denied stories, publicized is 
the media, of patients being tied up 
for long periods and of patient 
abuse and threats by staff 
members. He said the administra- 
tion of shock treatment without 
anesthesia was "merely a matter of 

medico! conception." 

The Falik Committee recommen- 
dations to all the country - * pay- 

chiatrlc hospitals on electric shock 
were stringent, and stated that 
anesthesia must be employed. 

Mazra'i closed wards, slated for 
immediate shut-down under the 
Falik recommendations, were 
described by Lani as nothing but 
wards providing observation 
facilities for new patients. "We 
never had closed patients here, only 
elosed wards, meaning until 
we had some picture of a new 
patient's condition we would only 
let him move around accompanied 
by a nurse — to his benefit and that 
of others." 

A Mazra social worker complain- 


ed bitterly against Israel 
Television's Friday night inter- 
views with former Mazra patients. 
She sold she had received a call, 
after the programme, from the 
family of the young woman artist 
who had described her experiences 
In Mazra as a hospitalized IDF 
member. The woman's family told 
her that soon after the broadcast 
she had begun to behave In a 
strange manner. The social worker 
said she had gone to visit the family 
and found the woman "already 
beyond reach." 

"She grabbed my legs, cried like 
a baby and kept saying she only 
meant to help, that she knew I was 
OK. only the others were not, and 
the rest was gibberish," the social 
worker said. The woman has been 
hospitalized again, because, accor- 
ding to the social worker, “she just 
could not take what she saw." 

Stressing that Mazra. !z no worse 


than any other hospital, the staff 
“ ld “y ^hty would abide by all the 
Falik Committee recommen- 
dations. 

"But we will not agree to the 
remove 1 of any doctor without 
previous consultations with the 
works committee," said Lani. 

Lani added that he fervently 
hoped the Health Ministry would 
heed the Falik report* "because 
moat of what they wrote is what we 
have been fighting over for yean, 
to no avail." 

He said the hospital was over- 
crowded and that in the post only 
threatened strike action had 
produced some relief. "We have a 
severe staff shortage, but the 
ministry has frozen staff ap- 
pointments at all hospitals, and we 
cannot accept anyone. It Is about 
time the public knew this side of the 
story also." 


Family planning guidance bill mooted

Pakistan seeks billions in military assistance 


Waldheim rushes back 


ISLAMABAD. — Pakistani officials 
say their government wants 
several billion dollars in foreign aid 
to build up its defences against the 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan. 

Agha Shahl, foreign policy ad* 
vlser to Pakistani President 
Mohammed Zla ul-R&q, said on 
Tuesday that U.S. assistance "must 
be commensurate with the else of 
the threat" the Soviet Intervention 
poses. He told reporters here that 
Pakistan is seeking "credible U.S. 
military and economic assistance 
which should be durable and serve 
to strengthen its security vis-a-vis 
the threat developing on its western 
frontier.' ' 

Pakistan's western border with 


Afghanistan is nearly 2,000 
kilometres long, and Zla has said 
his government needs advanced 
warplanes and sophisticated radar 
and communications gear to help 

protect it. 

The U.S. has offered Pakistan 
$400m. in military and economic 
aid over two years, hut Zla has dis- 
missed the package as "peanuts." 
Washington Is reportedly asking 
NATO countries and Saudi Arabia 
to chip in a portion of the cost of aid 
to Pakistan. 


The administration has also 
repeatedly reaffirmed that a lflSB 
U.S. -Pakistan security agreement 
remains in effect. U.S. President 


Jimmy Carter said last Sunday that 
the U.S. is prepared to use military 
force if necessary to defend 
Pakistan. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance met in 
Washington on Tuesday night with 
Soviet ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin for their first review of 
Soviet-Amerlcan relations since the 
Russian military Intervention In 
Afghanistan. State Department of- 
ficials, however, refused to com- 
ment on the meeting except to say 
that it lasted almost two hours. 

Dobrynin had been recalled to 
Mbscow for consultations about two 
weeks before the Soviet-sponsored 
coup in Afghanistan in late 


December. He returned to 
Washington last Friday. 

In Moscow the official Soviet 
news agency Tass on Tuesday 
reported that "radio messages are 
flowing In” reporting U.S. military 
aircraft are bussing Soviet 
merchant ships.

U.S. may move some troops 
from Germany to SW Asia 


WASHINGTON (AP) . — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter Is orchestrating 
a flurry of diplomatic activity aim- 
ed at containing the Impact of the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 
The initiatives, not all directed at 
nations friendly to the U.S., Include 
a series of sensitive diplomatic mis- 
sions: 

• Deputy Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher, officials said, 
will visit Pakistan within the next 
two weeks to discuss the possibility 
of a multi-national effort to bolster 
that country's defences.

• Diplomatic troubleshooter Clark 
Clifford will go to India next week 
to assure Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi that the proposed U.8. 
military aid to Pakistan is designed 
for defence and not to tip the 
regional power balance against Li- 
dia. 

• Under-Secretary of State David 
Newsom will travel to Rumania on 
Saturday to reassure authorities 
there of American support for 


.Rumanian independence. 
Rumania, like Afghanistan, has a 
long border with the Soviet Union, 
and the. Soviet intervention. In 
Afghanistan has heightened fears 
in Bucharest about its own security. 

The U.S. also has sent signals to 
Iranian authorities in recent days 
that, once the Americans being held 
hostage In Teheran are freed, the 
U.S. is prepared to cooperate with 
Iran in resisting any Soviet effort to 
expand its Influence from 
Afghanistan southward Into, the 
Persian Gulf region. 

Combined with this diplomatic 
balancing act is a simultaneous 
U.S. effort to expand Its military 
capability In the region by seeming 
access to military facilities in 
friendly countries such as Kenya; 
Somalia and Oman. 

On another front, Carter is also 
said to be considering reversing his 
previous view and «M«|f Congress 
to authorize peacetime registration 
of young people for military ser- 
vice. 


Gandhi’s gov’t worried by 
Afghan crisis, Cold War 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Indira 
Gandhi’s new government 
presented Its policies to parliament 
yesterday, e xp r e ssi ng grave con- 
cern about the Afghan situation and 
promising prompt measures to deal 
with the troubled Indian economy. 

President Sanjlva. Reddy told the 
packed house in an address formal- 
ly laying down the government's 
programme that big-power 
rivalries in the region were totally 
unacceptable to India. 

“Recent developments in 
Afghanistan highlight the re- 
emergence of the Cold War. This Is 
a matter of grave concern," he said 
in a clear reference to the recent 
Soviet military move into 
Afghanistan. ..... 

But he also said India's relations 
with the Soviet Union had expand- 
ed, "based on an abiding friendship 


which demonstrates the virtues of 
reliability and mutual understan- 
ding." “We Intend to deepen and 
extend this cooperation," the presi- 
dent said. 

He added, however, that India 
had many-sided relations with the 
U.S. and these would be con- 
solidated. 

External Affairs Minister P.V. 
Narasldmha Rao later told parlia- 
ment that the government was In 
touch with the Soviet Union, the 
UJS., dhtna and other countries in a 
bid to reduce the dangers-of con- 
frontation over Afgh anistan.

Jimmy Carter, former U.S. 
defence secretary Clark Clifford, 
Is due. In. New. Delhi next week .and .

Minister' Andrei Gromyko, Rao' 
said. 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has 
started discussions with West Ger- 
many about possibly moving some 
equipment and troops from there to 
help establish an American 
military presence in southwest 
Asia, reliable sources said on Tues- 
day. 

The sources added that West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genacher, who Tuesday 
completed a visit here, assured 
U.S. officials that the Bonn govern- 
ment will be 1 ‘understanding and 
cooperative*' if it becomes 
necessary to temporarily reduce 
UJ3. military strength in Western 
Europe to counter Soviet moves in 
the Persian Gulf area. 

In addition, the sources said, the 
discussions with Genscher have 
made it much more likely that the 
West German government, despite 
strung domestic opposition, will fall 
into line behind U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter's efforts to block the 
Olympic Games from taking place 
in Moscow this summer. 

Although Genscher made no com- 
mitments about the Olympics, the 
sources said he left Washington 
deeply impressed by the Carter ad- 
ministration’s determination to 
prevent the Soviet Union from 
hosting the games. 

Another factor that reportedly 
made a deep impact on Genacher 
was the amount of attention that 
has been focused in the U.S. on the 
way in which Hitler used the 1938 
Olympic Games in Berlin to glorify 
the Nazi movement. Because of 
that historical background, the 
sources said, Genscher apparently 
concluded that any German 
government will find it difficult to 
argue that political considerations 
can be kept separate from the 
Olympics. 


The Olympics have become the 
symbolic centrepiece of an internal 
debate within West Germany about 
how far that country should go in 
support of the U.S. confrontation 
with the Soviet Union over the inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 

As the country whose territory 
forms the front line between East 
and West in Europe, West Germany 
counts the U.S. as the ally on which 
its security ultimately depends. 

But as the country whose 
“Eastern policy” of reconciliation 
with the Communist Bloc launched 
the detente era a decade ago, the 
West Germans also have a compell- 
ing Interest in keeping open their 
lines to Moscow. 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — United 
Nations Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim said yesterday he had 
cut short his visit to South Asia to 
return to New Tork as quickly as 
possible because of a tense inter- 
national situation. 

The secretary-general stopped 
over in Pakistan for six hours on his 
way back from New Delhi to dis- 
cuss the Soviet intervention In 
Afghanistan and efforts to secure 
the release of American hostages in 
Teheran with the Pakistan govern- 
ment. 

He said it was difficult to give a 
possible deadline 1 for the comple- 
tion of a package deal which it was 
hoped could lead to the hostages' 
release. The package Involves set- 
ting up a commission to inquire Into 
the alleged misdeeds of the former 
shah's government which would be 
linked with the freeing of the 
hostages. 

Asked , if the release of the 
hostages and the setting up of the 
commission would be 


simultaneous, Waldheim said; 
“The U.S. wants the release of the 
hostages before the commission Is 
established. But Iran wants first to 
establish the commission. This Is a 
question we are working on.” 

Waldheim said he did not expect 
to return to Iran in the immediate 
future and pointed out that talks 
were taking place on the hostage 
Issue in New Tork. 

He said that, after the presiden- 
tial and assembly elections In Iran 
next month, there would be a better 
chance for continuing the 
negotiations. 

During hla stopover in Pakistan, 
Waldheim met with President 
Mohammed Zia ul-H&q and his 
foreign affairs adviser, Agha Shahi, 
to discuss Afghanistan and to give 
details of his talks with India’s new 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 

Waldheim, who cancelled a visit 
to Nepal, said he would consult the 
Security Council later this week oh 
both the Iran and Afgha ni stan 
issues.

In what sources said was the 
most important aspect of these 
talks, the two sides began 
preliminary discussion of the 
possibility that the U.S. might have 
to draw down its stocks of weapons 
and other equipment in West Ger- 
many to quickly fulfil its offers of 
military aid to Pakistan and 
perhaps later to other southwest 
Asia and Middle Blast countries. ■ 


The discussions also are un- 
derstood to have included the 
possibility of U.S. troops being 
moved out of West Germany If 
future developments lead to es- 
tablishment of U.S. bases in that 
area or If they are needed there for 
other emergencies. 

According to the sources 
Genscher also reaffirmed Bonn's 
commitment, as part of the division 
of labour being worked out within 
NATO to deal with the Persian 
Gulf, to assume special respon- 
sibilities for economic assistance to 
Turkey in an effort to strengthen it 
against internal turmoil and Soviet 
pressure. 


SALISBURY (UPI) . — A candidate 
In next month's majority-rule elec- 
tion was assassinated at his home 
on Tuesday night in the first 
political slaying since Britain re- 
established colonial rule oyer 
Rhodesia last month, police said 
yesterday. 

Police Identified the victim of the 
assassination as Oliver Saimyama, 
a member of the Rev. Ndabanlngi 
Sithole' a wing of the Zimbabwe 
African National Union, (ZANU). 
who was a candidate in next 
month’s parliamentary election. 

Sithole for several minutes sur- 
veyed the bullet-riddled car In 
which Sannyaana waa shot and then 
charged that the hilling was the 
work of Robert Magabe's party, 
which also calls Itself ZANU. 

Meanwhile, in the countryside, 
shooting broke out at a cease-fire 


assembly camp and British Com- 
monwealth sources said It appears 
•to have Involved guerrillas of rival 
wings of the Patriotic Front 
alliance. 

A British spokesman for the Com- 
monwealth cease-fire monitoring 
force, Col. Mike Busby, said first 
reports are that no casualties 
resulted from the two minutes of 
shooting at Assembly Point Kilo in 
the southwest on Tuesday night. 

The camp houses about 100 
guerrillas, half of them loyal to 
Mugabe Bnri the others loyal to 
Joshua Nkomo. 

Mugabe guerrillas trying to gain 
control of western Rhodesia have 
clashed repeatedly with Nkomo's 
men in the past two years, hut there 
had been no reports of such faction 
fighting since Rhodesia's cease-fire 
went Into effect on December 29.

Then tt struck me with full force 
what a fix X waa In. We drove off. 

I PONT believe this, X told myself. 
& seemed even more Incredible 
when I found myself sitting in the 
bam, dreary corrida: of the police 
st a tion in the Russian compound. In 
one room, the officer In charge was 
conferring with the policeman who 
had brought as In and the young 
hank manager who had appeared. 
The latter came out after a while, 
*tttt with a pleaded and, apparently, 
contrite expression cm his face. 

* "We’re natty not sure — they 
seem to be all right,” he told me. 
“But there's something wrong with 
the printing of the bills. They have 
to check into tt. Z don’t think you 
have to worry about it — much." 

Then I was catted In. The officer 
in charge — a major — was young, 
pleasant and quite polite. He 
repeated the questions X had 
already been asked. Then he asked 
whether I had a criminal record? 
Was X ever In trouble with the police 
before? I'm sure he believed my 
negative answers, but he wae oblig- 
ed to check. After a telephone call 
he waa apparently assured there 
was no criminal dossier on me. 

Then he looked at me for a mo- 
ment and said, “You know, X really 
should bold you In Jail for the 
night.** 

Normally, a nightmare should 
end right there, and you wake up in 
a odd sweat But this one didn’t 
because tt was no dream. It was 
stark reality. In my mind 1 kept 
thinking, ‘'This can't really be 
happening.” It t cos happening. 

“I'm going to let you go home,” 
the major continued, “because X 
believe you. The commander is not 
here now — he'll probably chew me 
oof for letting you go. He’ll be here 
In the morning to question you." 

The major gave me a paper to 
sign: “You must be back here at 8 
o'clock tomorrow morning. If 
you’re not, you will have to pay 
IL20.00O. ” 

WHATEVER PLANS X had for that 
evening were ruined and I got little 
sleep that night. 1 reflected 
throughout the tong hours how easy 
It was for one. Innocently, out of the 
blue, to come under suspicion, to be 
put through the criminal process. 

Traumatic enough if the money 
turned out to be legitimate; if it waa 
Indeed counterfeit, then I would be 
to serious trouble. I would not only 


knew tew long ft would be until my 
story was confirmed. If at all? 

. . X waa back at the police station 
the next morning well before eight. . 
I sat again on the hard bench In the 
bleak hallway for close to an hour 
while a group of police people con- 
ferred to a nearby room. 

Finally, my major entered his of- 
fice and called me in. A moment 
later, another man entered. 

"This la the commander,” the 
major announced. 

The commander glanced at me. 
Then he turned to the other officer 
and they exchanged a few words to 
Hebrew. The commander finally 
turned to me: "The money seems to 
be all right, but we have to send It to 


the laboratory to be checked by an 
expert." 

Apparently, he felt no need to 
question me. or ask to sec the other 
bills which X had been told to bring. 
He left. The major said. “In two to 
four days we’ll know, then we’U call 
you." He added, as if to reassure 
me, “We're Bti per cent sure it's 
okay." 

And added, "If the money is 
okay, then you're okay. If not. then 
we investigate you." 

So the suspense continued. But, 
though a S per cent question mark 
still hung over the matter, I was 
greatly relieved. Three days later, 
true to his word, the major called 
me. He said. "The money Is good. 
You can have it back. Come pick it 
up.” 

THERE MIGHT have been a more 
interesting, and possibly even 
somewhat compensatory, sequel to 
this Incident than there was. 1 will 
never know. 

I had not been shown what waa 
wrong with the bills, and when X got 
them back 2 could not discern any 
fault. X went back to the bank and 
aought out the foreign currency 
manager. He probably already 
knew the result, but X had a thing or 
two to say to him. 

X suggested that the matter might 
have been handled with more tact, 
particularly since there was con- 
siderable doubt that the bills were 
counterfeit. I told him he could 
have spoken to me privately, shown 
me what they discovered and X 
would certainly have agreed to 
have the bills checked — without 
calling in the police and subjecting 
me to the Indignities X suffered. 

He was most apologetic and ex- 
plained that the week before the 
bank had been warned that a large 
amount of counterfeit 830 bills had 
been dumped on the market. 

X asked hlm to show me what in 
the bills X presented had Incurred 
suspicion. He pointed out that the 
emblem In a circular seal in some 
of the bills was off centre — a defect 
hardly noticeable at a casual 
glance. X asked him how often such 
a misprint could occur. "Very 
rarely,” he supposed. 

I DECIDED right then to exchange 
the bills for a bank cheque and he 
cheerfully compiled with my re- 
quest. While the cheque waa being 
made out, X said to the manager: 
“These bills might be collectors’ 
items, don't you think. Maybe pret- 
ty valuable?" He shrugged. 
"Possibly, I don't know. You can 
keep them and try to find out." 

That Is precisely what X should 
have done, even just for the sake of 
curiosity. But the bank cheque was 
already In the process, and I was 
seized with a strange Inertia. 

Looking back, I suppose X was 
still in a state of shock from the ex- 
perience, and at that point I simply 
wanted to get rid of those notes. So X 
let the exchange go through. X have 
been kicking myself ever since. 

I asked the banker what would 
happen to the bills. Would they be 
put into circulation? Why not, he 
replied, since they had been ap- 
proved by a police expert. But I 
seriously doubt they were put Into 
normal circulation — I rather think 
they were retired In some way. 

But if those bill* were Indeed put 
Into circulation, wherever they are 
floating about, I hope no other in- 
nocent victim will one day be sub- 
jected to the same nightmare X ex- 
perienced. 


THE JEWISH community of 
Lebanon has virtually disappeared. 
According to the London "Jewish 
Chronicle." only a tew dozen Jews 
remain in the country — most of 
them poor or too old and ill to move. 
They need the support of Jewish 
relief organizations. 

Xn 1973, when the civil war broke 
out. 3,000 Jews lived In Lebanon, 
most of them In Beirut where many 
were prosperous businessmen or 
professionals. The community had 
been Increased by an influx of Jews 
who hod fled persecution in Iraq 
and Syria. 

During the civil war. many 
Jewish homes and buildings were 
severely damaged. Including the 
main synagogue in Beirut and the 
Talmud Tora. The Jews found 
themselves Ln the centre of an area 
of fighting. The Christian militias 
attempted to occupy the district 
where they lived, but the PLO and 
their Moslem -Lebanese allies got to 
first. These forces brought food and 
water to the trapped Jews, 

Eventually, the Beirut Jews 
found temporary shelter ln the 
mountains and ln the resort of 
Alelh. When they returned, says the 
Journal, they found that their 
homes had been looted by Palesti- 
nian terrorists and armed groups. 

Many of the Jews who found thelr 
property destroyed or looted left 
the country. About 1,000 tried to 

restore their businesses but were 
discouraged when fighting resumed 
between Moslems and Christians. 
They decided to leave — and their 
departure was not hampered by the 
Lebanese authorities. 

Some of the Lebanese Jews have 
since settled in Israel — after hav- 
ing first travelled to a European 
country because they were not 
allowed to travel directly to Israel. 
Most of the remainder have joined 
relatives in France, the United 
States or Latin America.

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Red ink despite 210% higher 
gains at Jordan Exploration

TEL AVIV. — Jordan Exploration* 
the one-time darling 1 of the Israeli 
investment world, has published Its 
semi-annual report which as of 
September SO, 1970 shows a loss of 
ILia.lm. 

Paradoxically the loss came In 
the wake of the company’s moat 
profitable period In its normal 
business operations. Income from 
rentals, services and Investments 
stood at XL78.7m., for a heafty 74 
per cent rise since the March 
report. Profits for the period were 
up by no less than 210 per cent and 
stood at ILO.Bm. 

The losses incurred stemmed 
from the cancellation of an alloca- 
tion of shares to an Interested party 
and cent the company IL16m. These 
losses resulted directly from ex- 
change rate differentials, since the 
company had to make repayment 
In foreign currency. 

The consolidation of financial 


reports of overseas subsidiaries 
caused additional IL8m. In ex- 
penses due to rate differentials. The 
loss came to 30 per cent per share. 

The shares of Jordan Exploration 
are currently trading at one third of 
their year's high on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. In 1976 Jordan’s 
shares, generally associated with 
oil prospecting, captured the im- 
agination of the investing public 
and yielded no less than 408 per 
cent. In 1977 the yield still was a 
respectable 82 per cent, but in 1978 
the shares showed a nominal loss of 
14 per cent.

New IL35m. supermarket for Tel Kabir 


ABU DHABI (Reuter). - The 
president of the Arab Monetary 
Fund yesterday called for an Inter- 
national financial and monetary 
repetition of the U.S.- decision to 
freeze Iranian assets, the official 
Emirates News Agency (WAM) 
said. 

"The U.S. decision sets a 
dangerous precedent for inter- 
national financial and monetary 
relations," Dr. Jawad Haahl said. 

President Carter ordered the 
freezing of all Iranian government 
assets in the U.S. last November In 
retaliation for the holding of 49 
American hostages In Teheran. 

WAM said Has him called for an 
.international agreement binding 
developed countries not to freeze 
the assets of overseas investors. He 
said legal and financial experts 
should evolve guarantees to pre- 
vent a similar move against Arab 
deposits. 

Several Arab countries with large 
Investments in the U.S. criticised 
the American action against Iran.

HAIFA. — Egyptian business agent 
Hass an. Ismail has signed four 
provisional contracts for the supply 
of water meters, pipes and fittings 
with Israeli companies, which are 
to be carried out when normaliza- 
tion of trade relations has become a 
fact. The contracts are worth about 
$2m. 

Ismail, who Is staying with his 
wife at the Dan Carmel Hotel, told 
The Jerusalem Post that he Is ac- 
ting for the Import business of his 
uncle in Cairo, which deals mainly 
with water installations. 

Ismail contracted for the supply 
of 100,000 water meters from the 
Arad water meter factory at Kib- 
butz Dalia, to be shipped within one 


year of normalization. The contract 
includes an option for a similar 
amount of meters for the next year. 

Arthur Lamstein of the Arad 
management told The Post that 
Ismail had undertaken to open a 
line of credit here at the end of 
February, If normalisation takes 
place. Arad exports $8m. worth of 
domestic. Industrial and 
agricultural meters a year. Its total 
production Is about IL200m. 

'Ismail said he had also signed 
provisional contracts, worth half a 
million dollars each, with the 
Carmel Pipe Fittings Company, a 
Haifa valves and pump company 
and with the Middle East Tube 
Company, a Koor enterprise, 
located In Acre. He plans to leave 
the country tomorrow.

No takers now for Krugerrands

TEL AVIV. — The growth in 
foreign tourism, which brought 
Israel some 1,138,000 tourists and 
3769m. last year, will be stunted if 
the government continues to 
'‘freeze” Investments and loans to 
the tourist trade, representatives of 
the Hotel Association warned this 
week. 

The association’s director, Moshe 
Amir, demanded a 81Bm. budget 
from the government for the 
promotion of tourism abroad. This 
sum constitutes a 870 investment 
per tourist, while each tourist 
brings In an average of $ 1 , 000 , he 
said. "It Is a small amount and well 
worth it, considering that th* 
overall annual Income from 
tourism la higher than that of 
agricultural exports and equal to 
about half of all Industrial exports, 
excluding diamonds,” Amir said.

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Kremlin's hardline game 


THE SHOCK waves that have reverberated round the world at 
the news of Andrei Sakharov's exile to the town of Gorky — 
where he will be cut off from all contact with the outside world 
— derives not only from the admiration entertained for this 
courageous champion of human rights. 

There is also the sentiment that such an act of oppression 
against a private Individual who has committed no offence sym- 
bolizes a reversal of the trend towards greater liberalism that 
had started haltingly after the death of Stalin. 

The policy of detente with the West was made possible by 
what looked like a spirit of moderation and rationalism, em- 
bodied in the signing of the Helsinki agreement on civil liberties 
In 1976. The two great powers seemingly recognized the border 
between their respective spheres of influence. Soviet authority 
could be exercised within, but was confined to the Communist 
bloc. This climate of understanding has been dissipated now, 
with the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

The act of military aggression and the detention of Sakharov 
by the police are both aspects of hardening attitudes in the 
Kremlin, indicating a greater reliance on the mailed fist, both in 
external affairs and on the domestic front. 

The question that must disturb Israelis is whether the 
despotic tone being adopted will affect the freedom of Russian 
Jews to emigrate. A lot may depend on what happens to the 
Olympic Games. It could well be that reactionary and 
isolationist elements in Moscow will not be displeased if this 
comradely festival of athletics and International amity is 
removed from the territories of the Soviet Union, before more 
apertures are made in the ideological- Iron Curtain. 

The removal of Sakharov from the capital is part of an 
attempt to insulate the Russian intelligentsia from the kind of 
dangerous foreign contacts that are inseparable from the 
familiar quadrennial concourse of sportsmen, tourists and jour- 
nalists, gathered together from all corners of the earth. 

Cutting Russia off from the rest of the world, just as some 
human intercourse was beginning, may be considered a gain by 
those in the Politburo who are nostalgic Air the dark days of the 
Stalinist era. But the loss to the Soviet Union far outweighs the 
gain. All the efforts expended by the Brezhnev government at 
achieving a measure of cooperation, economic and other, with 
the non-Communist countries will be set at nought. Foreign 
trade will drop to a trickle, and the old harsh regime of autarchy 
will return. Worst of all, the outcome that the Russians most 
dread is being brought about by their own crass policies: a rap- 
prochement between the two other superpowers, the U.S. and 
China. 

The fate of Sakharov — and of the Jews in Russia as well, to 
the extent that they are denied their human rights — hinges on 
the contest going on inside the Soviet hierarchy between the 
forces of progress and reaction. A withdrawal from 
Afghanistan, a release of Sakharov from internment, and a con- 
sequent revocation of the American decision to boycott the 
Olympic Games would spell a return to reason. 


Support for Teddy Kollek 


THE PLAN hatched by Premier Befik to mollify hi* Agudat 
Yisrael coalition partners by mbving the site of Jerusalem's 
new sport stadium from Shuafat, in the north, to Har Hahoma, 
in the south, has now been officially declared aborted — and for 
the same reason that the premier's coalition agreed to deny the 
country's pregnant women. 

A stadium at Har Hahoma might not be the eyesore — or ear- 
sore — that a facility at Shuafat would allegedly be to the city’s 
religious population, but it would be enormously more expen- 
sive. And, as Finance Minister Hurvitz is wont to state, with a 
thump, there just isn't any money in the public till for the pur- 
pose. 

In fact, there isn't even money enough to repair the two 
ramshackle, cramped stadiums which currently serve soccer 
teams in midtown. 

On the other hand there are sufficient funds, donated by con- 
tributors abroad, to allow Mayor Teddy Kollek to push on with 
his original Shuafat project. This was interrupted last summer 
in response to Mr. Be gin's urgent plea. Now Mr. Kollek Is no 
longer bound by his earlier forbearance. 

Despite the go-ahead order voted by the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the city council last Sunday, economic considerations 
may still dictate a partial halt, or at least a slow-down, on the 
Shuafat sport stadium. 

Yet that the city needs, and deserves, a decent stadium, which 
it is lacking at the moment, is not contested by anyone with the 
slightest interest in sport. Least of all is the proposition disputed 
by the premier’s own party faction on the council, whose con- 
stituents are among the most avid sport — and especially soccer 
— fans in the capital. 

The anti-stadium campaign that started last year was sup- 
posed to have been whipped up by ultra-orthodox Neturei Karta 
elements far to the “right" of the Aguda. But the drive would 
not have got underway, and gone as far as it did, without the 
motor force provided by the Aguda under the guidance of Rabbi 
Menahem Porush, who heads the council's United Torah Front. 

What Rabbi Porush was really after, using the impressive 
balderdash of "Hellenic rites" to be performed at the stadium 
as a cover, was the Shuafat site for the settlement of his flock. 

By laying down new residential patterns that add up to an in- 
violable citadel of the faithful, the Aguda would be establishing 
a physical presence in the capital that will mock any in- 
terference by mere numerical majorities in city hall. 

Mayor Kollek deserves full public support in the present con- 
frontation with the Aguda. For the issue Is not a sport stadium at 
Shuafat. The issue Is whether this is to remain the State ol Israel 
or to be turned into the State of Agudat Yisrael.

FIRST ROUND 
TO PERES 


Shimon Peres will have a tough job as Yigal Allon and 
Yitzhak Rabin intensify their challenge to his leadership 
of the Labour Party, writes Post Political Correspondent 
MARK SEGAL. 


IF ANYONE thought that the 
Labour Party resolved Its 
leadership struggle at Sunday’s 
Central Committee meeting, they 
.were wrong. Yigal Allon has served 
notice that the 32.5 per cent vote 
against Shimon Peres’ candidacy 
for the premiership should be taken 
as a mandate for a replay at the 
forthcoming party convention. 

Peres’ people, on the other hand, 
hold that his 67 per cent Majority 
(the other 0.5 per cent abstained) 
most certainly represented 
overwhelming confidence in his 
leadership. Indeed, these figures, 
they argued, are better than the 54 
against 46 per cent by which Rabin 
won the party’s nomination for the 
premiership against Feres in their 
first contest in April 1BT4. They said 
that Alton's camp sought to reduce 
a major party vote into an exhibi- 
tion of shadow-boxing. 

To the outsider, Alton's argument 
sounded a bit ingenuous. He took 
the rostrum to announce that he 
had not and was not in the running. 
But he would be later on. Only 
minutes after the ballots were 
counted, he was declaring his 
pleasure at having done so well. His 
audience included those who 
remembered his statement to the 
party leadership bureau some 
months earlier that be was not a 
candidate. 

The question being asked is 
whether Sunday's vote was 
necessary in view of the ammuni- 
tion it provided the Likud and the 
damage it wrought to Labour's 
electoral appeal. Peres’ camp 
argues that the vote armour-plated 
his position, giving him the tremen- 
dous psychological advantage of in- 
cumbency over any challenger who 
might appear at the party conven- 
tion five months off. They are look- 
ing forward to Yitzhak Rabin and 
friends slipping up by trying to use 
the arguments Peres used in 1977 
when Rabin was the Incumbent. 

There are those who see a more 


limited goal in the AUon-Rabln 
strategy, namely working on Peres’ 
nerves. If so, they succeeded, to 
judge by his jumpiness. Sunday's 
-meeting also demonstrated 
Labour's Instinct to preserve in- 
cumbency, reinforced by years of 
Map ai /Labour power. Jerusalem 
Mapai veteran Mosha Barom said 
he backed Peres this time for the 
same reasons he endorsed Rabin in 
'77. 

Permeating the air was the 
legacy of poisoned personal 
relations that bedevilled the Rabin 
government, though it might have 
been worse. Even Rabin was 
relatively restrained. Evidently he 
took Alton's advice to cool it and 
merely cast one or two barbs In 
Peres' direction. What was 
noticeable was the farmer 
premier's bid to do a rewrite job 0X1 
his cabinet's domestic record, rais- 
ing eyebrows among those who 
recall his utter disinterest in any 
issue unrelated to defence and 
foreign policies. His exercise in dis- 
simulation supported the thesis 
that he hopes to use Alton lor a come- 
back and to absolve himself of 
guilt for Labour's downfall. One 
wondered whether Rabin thought 
people had already forgotten that it 
was his family's illegal foreign 
currency bank account that caused 
his resignation. Mapai moshavnlk 
Avraham Zllberberg reminded the 
party that: “We are paying daily 
for having chosen the wrong can- 
didate back in 1974." 

It was clear from Sunday's 
meeting that Peres' task as party 
leader will be a tough one, as Allon 
and Rabin intensify their war of at- 
trition. Yet he did force them into 
the open after months of semi- 
clandestine activity. 

Peres earned a sympathetic 
hearing for his complaint — dis- 
claimers notwithstanding ' — that a 
concerted campaign to unseat him 
had been underway for some time. 
Zilberberg borrowed a pithy 


analogy from Abba Eban to portray 
Peres’ plight: after toiling and slav- 
ing for two years to get his 
belongings together in time for the 
take-off, a man finds that someone 
else, all fresh from the waiting 
room, grabbed them and took his 
seat. 

An Insight Into the kind of cam- 
paign being waged by the Allon- 
Rabin group was afforded just out- 
side the hall by pickets brandishing 
slogans like “Only In Russia is 
there a Number One!” 


INSIDE Beit Arloaoroff, which 
witnessed the first crack in 
Labour's power edifice, it was easy 
to recall painful historical 
. analogies — the ousting of Plnhas 
Lavon; the conspiracies leading to 
David Ben-Gurton's removal or, 
more recently, the pressures that 
finally pushed Oolda Meir out. In a 
dramatic meeting in the same haU, 
In 1B74, then Deputy Premier Yigal 
Allon urged feUow ministers in the 
Yom Kippur War cabinet to hand In 
their resignations.

were invoked. Thus Rabin chose to 
defend the Palmah, arguing with 
Mapai old-timer and relative David 
Hacohen, unwisely as it turned out. 
Hie Grand Old Man- of the party 
had taken Rabin to task for having 
— at the previous meeting — dis- 
qualified Perea from the 
premiership "because he never 
wore a uniform," noting the former 
defence minister’s sterling role in 
building up Israel's defence es- 
tablishment. He also noted that the 
Palmah of Allon and Rabin did not 
wear uniforms either, which did not 
stop them from playing a heroic 
part in the War of Independence. 
Rabin thus made a tactical mis- 
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take, which led to jogging 
memories about the Palmah’s 
connections with Ahdut Ha’avoda. 
Analysis of the voting results In- 
dicated that Peres had managed to 
bridge the more recent rift between 
Rafl and Mapai, while Alton’s main 
base remained Ahdut Ha'avoda and 
its kibbutz movement. This point 
was underlined by Alien's cam- 
paign managers choosing to meet 
at the Kibbutz Hameuhad offices In 
Rehov Soutine for their post 
mortem. 

There may be some substance to 
the conjecture that Allon decided to 
enter the contest, risking his safe 
No. 2 slot, because he felt that at 63 
his primacy as kibbutz leader was 
threatened by younger men.

Sir, — .Shmuel Katz's article, 
"Dangerous duplicity," (December 
14) was well titled, it was full of 
distortions. They were calc u lated to 
create fear and prevent discussion 
of any Ideas more dovish than those 
of Gush Emunim — and therefore 
not only violated normal morality 
and Jewish law, but violated the 
need for serious and careful 
thought about Israeli foreign 
policy. Such thought is necessary If 
the Jewish state is ever to live safe- 
ly in the world. 

Katz maligned me by calling me 
enemy of Israel and the "organiz- 
ing genius" of any group with an 
anti-Israel ideology. From the day, 
at age 8, when I heard about the 
bombing of Pearl Harbour after 
walking around my neighbourhood 
collecting money In a blue-and- 
white can for the Jewish National 
Fund, I have cared deeply about the 
safety, vitality, and Jewishness of 
Israel. 

I have said and written over and 
over that a safe and vital Israel is 
one necessary side of the coin of a 
■healthy Jewish people — Just as a 
safe and vital Diaspora Is the other 
side. I have said and written over 
and over that Israel will never be 
peaceful, safe, and free until we can 
grant those needs to the Palestinian 
people (not the FLO). And I have 
said and written over and over that 
the Palestinians will never have (or 
deserve) peace, freedom, and safe- 
ty until they can grant those needs 
to Israel. 

These views have been not only 
my own, but those of the 
organizations I have been part of. 
Brelra, for example, was deeply 
devoted to Israel's safety and vitali- 
ty — and supported the Yariv- 
Shezntov formula for mutual 
negotiation and peace between the 
Palestinian people and Israel. 
Those groups such as MERIP, 
which are indeed anti-Israel, have 
been connected to me only by 
McCarthyite skeins of "A knew B 
and B knew X and X used a post- 
office box belonging to Y." 

As for the quotations Katz 
ascribes to me: — One of them is 
not mine, and the other he so badly 
butchered as to reverse the the 
point I was trying to make. 

My work continues to be, as It has 
been for a decade now, the 
strengthening of Jewish Identity 
and Tora — especially In America. 
I have taken time away to write this 
letter only because the distortions 
must be stopped, and silence lets 
them spread. I hope that serious 
Jews everywhere will Join in help- 


ing the truth to catch up — and ln • 
discussing the real issues of how to 
achieve peace, safety, and Jewish 
vitality for IsraeL

Sir, — In reply to the letter of Dr. 
Naomi Amir of Blkur Chollm 
Hospital ( Janurary 21), I would like 
to point out that no campaign of 
defamation has been waged against 
Blkur Chollm. However, Professor 
David M. Maelr has raised the issue 
concerning the general reorganiza- 
tion of the health facilities in 
Jerusalem. The recommendations, 
some of which were presented by 
others in the past, deal with all 
hospitals in Jerusalem, Including 
Shaare Zedek, and their purpose 
has been to improve the health 
facilities in the city. ■ 

An Important correction must be 
made. Shaare Zedek received ap- 
proval to build a medical centre 
with 500 beds and an infrastructure 
tor 700 beds, not 300 beds as stated 
by Dr. Amir. This approval for a 
500-bed facility was given by the 
Ministry of Health over 10 years 
ago and the building plans were 
signed by a representative of that 
ministry. In fact, in the Ministry of 
Health reports (the 1974 "Health 
Facilities Report" and the 1977 
"Zohar Report"), Shaare Zedek is 
listed for 500 beds. The 300 
superfluous beds in Jerusalem are 
not the fault of Shaare Zedek, but 
have resulted directly from faulty 
planning by the Ministry of Health 
during the last decade. 

The Shaare Zedek complex has 
not constituted an ecological 
problem. The chimney, which has 
been in operation for the past 
several months, has caused no 
problems to the neighbours. The 
other ecological problems are
